Here is a short biography in his own words: 


I am a mellow 26 year old living a slow-paced life in College Station, Texas. I 
grew up in various small towns in northeastern Texas before moving to College 
Station to attend Texas A&M University, from where I graduated in 1994 with a 
Bachelors of Science in Environmental Geography. In addition to numismatics and

energy. 

After college I spent two years doing online database research for the NASA Mid- 
Continent Technology Transfer Center and several other programs run by the 
Technology & Economic Development (TED) Division of the Texas Engineering 
Extension Service (TEEX). After having problems with their WWW pages and seeing 
the work I had done on E Pluribus Unum, I was put in charge of their WWW page 
development in summer of 1996, turning a hobby into a career. 

I have enjoyed numismatics since childhood, when I would sit at the kitchen 
table with my father looking through rolls of wheat cents to fill holes in my 
Whitman folders. When I first became interested in WWW pages about 3 years ago, 
numismatics was naturally one of the first subjects that came to mind. At that 
time, there were very few coin related web sites, so I decided to make my own as 
both a way to learn HTML and to further coin collecting on the Internet. I named 
it "E Pluribus Unum", after the motto appearing on United States coins, and 
decided to create it as a reference site of information to further education and 
interest in coins . 

I personally collect United States coins and have an affinity for small cents, 
particularly Indian Head cents. I collect for pleasure rather than profit, 
considering the money I spend on my collection an investment in education and 
entertainment rather than a means of making more money. My collection is meager, 
but I have been building it since I was a child, with generous donations from my 
father. It contains approximately 300 pieces, the most valuable of which is 
about $30 when silver is high. But the sentimental value, and the value of the 
happiness it has given me, is immeasurable.
